If the Air be temperate, but moiſt, its effect witt be

it will prove proportionably more deſtructive: if the 
combination be moiſture and cold, the natural exha-

known, in diſeaſes both chronic and acute. The ſove- 
reign efficacy of this Powder in putrid diſeaſes is 
proved by many of the caſes annexed to this treatiſe ; 
and from theſe there is ground to hope, that even 
in the Plague itſelf, the moſt beneficial conſequences 
may reaſonably be expected from the adminiſtration of 
this Medicine. P „ 

As a regular diſcharge by inſenfible perſpiration is 
of ſo much importance, that through a deficiency of 
it, not only the health is impaired more or leſs in 
proportion to its defect, but even life itſelf is often 
in danger; it ſeems on all occaſions neceſſary to pay 
equal regard to this excretion as to thoſe by ſtool 
or urine; and as it is ſaid to lighten the body more 
than all the other evacuations, and that by how much 
the more inſenſibly it is performed, ſo much it proves 
more ſalutary, therefore 'a proper and regular evacu- 
ation of this kind becomes indiſpenſably neceſſary to 
health, which can neither be maintained, nor can a 
diſeaſe be removed without it. A total ſuppreſſion of 
perſpiration brings on death; a partial one, as has 
been ſaid before, is the moſt fruitful ſource of a' variety 

of diforders, which prove more or leſs violent, dan- 
gerous, or difficult to be removed, according to the 
degree of the ſuppreſſion or cold taken, and as the 
parts affected are more or leſs neceſſary to life. 

From this genera! cauſe proceed obſtructions, and 
of conſequence diſeaſes, which are variouſly denomi- 
nated according to the part of the body they affect. 
T hus when the obſtruction is in the brain, the diſorder 
is uſually an Apoplexy ; when in the lungs, a Con-

A diſeaſe or diſtemper is that ſtate of the body 
wherein it is deprived. of the proper exerciſe of any of 
its natural functions. Theſe defects may be either in 
the fluid or ſolid parts, but it is probable that they 
moſt frequently originate in the former, as from thence 
the ſolids derive their compoſition and nutriment. 
Befides thoſe accidents already aſſigned for the produc- 
tion of diſeaſes, we may add intemperance in diet, 
which lays the foundation of many diforders, and 
deſerves particular attention. From this cauſe, more 
often than from unwholſome food or air, the variety 

of maladies with which mankind are afflicted, may 
be faid to proceed, eſpecially thoſe of the chronic 
kind; for if the ſtomach, 9 473 may be deemed the 
fountain or main ſpring of the body, does not pro- 
perly perform its office, a good ſtate of health cannot 

be expected. The conſequence of indigeſtion is moſt 
readily felt by children, to whom it is alſo moſt deſ- 
tructive: this is evident from the Crudities, Acidities, 
Wind, Gripes, Convulfions, Ec. to which they are 
ſo liable, and from whence the farther neceflary con- 
coctions of the food are interrupted, ſo that the blood 
and juices become vitiated and loſe their proper tex- 
ture, or nutritive quality: the farther conſequence 
whereof, is an irregular performance of the faluta 
and requiſite ſecretions and excretions of the body. 
Hence obſtructions ſoon take place, and by degrees 

the whole machine becomes diterdered. But whether 
the foundation of theſe miſchiefs is laid in our in- 
fancy, or they are produced by any of the other cauſes 
before mentioned, they ſooner or later appear, and ge- 
nerally in the following manner. When the acrimo- 

nious humour exerts its action in the ſtomach and 

bowels, Sickneſs, Wind, Colic, with a great va- , 

ty of nervous. complaints are produced. This cayfe 
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1 
may likewiſe be joined to thoſe more latent already 
mentioned reſpecting the Gout and Rheumatiſm and 
when by ſuch means the larger ſecretory and excretory 
organs ſuffer, Glandular Tumours, ſuch as the Cancer, 
Schirrhus, Bubo, & as alſo, Jaundice, Dropſy, Coſ- 
tiveneſs, &c. are produced. When the morbid hu- 
mour is ſettled in the miliary or ſebaceous glands, 
which ſeparate the matter of ſweat, the oily and 
ſulphureous fluids or humours being moſt ſubject to 
become putrid, the Leproſy, Scurvy, Herpes or Bi- 
lious Pimples, ſuch as frequently affect the face, Ser- 
pigo, Tetters or Ring-worms, Herpes miliares or 
Shingles, St. Anthony's Fire, &c. are the conſequence. 
The whole claſs of Fevers are nothing more than the 
efforts of nature to relieve herſelf under the different 
circumſtances whereby ſhe is oppreſſed ; and putridity 
is the general reſult of inflammation, From what 
has been already ſaid of the Powder, we may infer, 
that it excites an inteſtine motion in the blood, which 
will be in a greater or leſs degree, according to the 
ſtate of that fluid, and its diſpoſition to be acted on 
thereby. This inteſtine motion will continue to be ſup- 
ported in proportion to the frequency of repeating the 
_ doſes, which therefore ſhould in general be regulated 
in the manner already mentioned: by which eaſy and 
ſafe method of allowing ſufficient time for the ſuc-

be adapted to anſwer the various exigencies of nature 
in the cure of a multiplicity of diſeaſes, and conſe. 
quently will be found to be the grand reſtorer of the 
health of an innumerable part of mankind, | ® 
The doſe of this Medicine is ſmall and pleaſant, the 
largeſt not exceeding twelve grains; the operation of 
which is generally in the moſt kindly manner, by ſtool, 
_ urine, and inſenſible perſpiration, without danger of 
' catching cold; on the contrary, it moſt readily re- 
moves the bad effects of that accident, and requires 
no confinement, as is more fully explained in the Di- 
rections. If therefore an effectual cure be the object of 
thoſe who are indiſpoſed, the eaſieſt and moſt convenient 
means of obtaining it, ought ſurely not to be rejected. 
Though it be difficult to conceive that one doſe of 
any medicine whatever ſhould continue its action in 
the conſtitution for the ſpace of a week at leaſt, the 
fact is indiſputable reſpecting the Poudre Unique; 
and when to the many peculiar advantages with which 
It is attended, as one of 'the cheapeſt, moſt pleaſanr, 
and ſpeedy remedies, we add the circumſtance of its 
having been ſucceſsfully adminiſtered” in diſeaſes which 
had even been deemed incurable, and where every 
'other medicine had failed, its ſovercign efficacy muſt 
appear to the greateſt advantage. Leſt any ſhould 
queſtion the juſtneſs of my aſſertion, when I call the 
medicine cheap, I would have it obſerved, that four 
doſes are for the moſt part ſufficient for ten weeks, a 
ſpace of time in which it may be ſeen from many of 
the caſes, that ſome very ſtubborn diſorders have been 
removed; as well as that many of thoſe, moſt imme- 
diately dangerous, are by a fingle doſe, frequently even 
within the ſpace of a few hours, either greatly re- 
lieved or effoctually cured.

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HE quantity in one paper is the proper doſe for 
I 2 grown perſon, or any one above fifteen ' years 
old, except of the moſt weak or delicate conſtitution, in 
which caſe two thirds, or even the half of a paper may 
be ſufficient.

In general the doſe ought to be taken in a morning

In an hour after it is taken, the patient is 
to drink three parts, or a whole pint baſonful of warm 
broth, without fat; or the like quantity of gruel; or 
any ſort of tea, except green, which is prejudicial to 
the nerves; and in another hour after, a ſecond baſon 
of the like, or of ſtronger broth, with or without 
bread, as moſt agreeable : after the laſt baſon , the pa- 
_ tients may eat as ſoon as they pleaſe, The diet ſhould, 
on the days of taking, be of eaſy digeſtion ; moderate 
ſeaſonings are not improper, avoiding, however, ef. 
pecially on the days of taking the Powder, ſtrong li- 
quors, vinegar, and other acids, cheeſe, meats or fiſh 
that have been long ſalted ; and in diſorders where a 
continuance of the Medicine for a length of time is 
neceſſary, the greater abſtinence with eg to theſe 
articles, ſo much the better. 

The Powder is moſt conveniently mixed with a little 
Knife, upon the paper wherein it is encloſed: it may 
likewiſe be taken in any ſort of jelly, thick ſyrup, 
treacle, or roaſted apple, though with theſe it does 
not mix quite ſo well as with honey. To avoid the 

taſte of it, which is but little, ſome water may be held 
in the mouth when the doſe 1s taken, and both ſwal- 
lowed together; or upon occafion, it may be mixed 
up in a bit of new moiſt bread, or crumb of a roll, 
and made into a little bolus, or divided into two or 
three ſmall pills.

diluted, with about half a table ſpoonful of water; 
which method of giving it has happily ſucceeded on 
ſome extraordinary occaſions, as is to be ſeen among 
If the patient ſhould be ſick ſoon after the doſe is 
taken, a ſpoonful or two of cold water drank occaſi - 
onally, will for the moſt part afford relief; but if that 
mould not be attended with ſucceſs, going out into 
the air, or drinking half a pint of mild porter or ale, 
or ſome white wine and water, ſcarce ever fails to 
remove the ſickneſs, which is a ſure ſymptom of aci- 
dity or bile exiſting in the ſtomach: even in caſes where 
the Powder has been vomited up within an hour after 

being taken, it has nevertheſeſs proved ſucceſsful. 
The Powder no doubt has the moſt agreeable and 
beſt effect, where it occaſions no ſickneſs, and operates, 
as it moſt commonly does, fix or ſeven times by ſtool 
on the days of taking; and when the body afterwards 
continues moderately open, attended with a free diſ- 
charge of urine, the cures are ſooneſt effected. On the 
contrary, if it does not operate five or ſix times on the 
days of taking, and the patient has not a laxative ſtool 
or two every day between the doſes, ſome gentle purga- 
tive remedy then becomes neceſſary, and ought to be 
repeated occaſionally, ſo that the Cs be always kept 
open. This is more particularly to be attended to

The operation 1s generally not only in the moſt 
kindly manner by ſtool and urine, but -chiefly by in-.

CLYSTERS are on many Cent negeflary; par- 


ticularly among women and children; and though 
the Powder affords the moſt immediate relief in the 
Colic, yet in ſuch painful diſorders, inſtead of re- 


peating the doſe, eſpecially where there is a ſuper- 


abundance of acrimonious or bilious humours, wind 


pent up in the bowels, &c. Clyſters of broth, prepared 


from ſheep's or lamb's entrails, emptied and cut into 
pieces without waſhing, ſhould be given in full quan- 


tity, and often repeated. Theſe being of a mild lu- 
bricating nature, are the moſt proper; they may be 


made of the broth alone, or with the following altera- 
| tions as occaſion may require. For grown perſons, 
when 
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honey or brown ſugar, two or three ſpoonfuls of oil, 
and a tea-fpoonful or more of common ſalt; as likewiſe 
where wind abounds, a few ſweet fennel or anife-ſeeds 


ought to be boiled in the broth. Where the ſtools

In Fluxes, and the watery Gripes of 
children, the broth is beſt when made from the mid- 
dlemoſt or fat gut of the ſheep, as that in particular is 
not only the emptieſt, but contains moſt mucilage.

FoMENTATIONS to the parts affected are, on many 
occaſions, very proper, as in the Strangury, Pains, In- 


flammations, Piles, &e. eſpecially in thoſe complaints 


after child-birth. For ſuch purpoſes, milk, or the Mallow 


Decoction, makes a very good emollient fomentation, 


and cannot be applied too often. But when the diſ- 


order does not readily ſubmit to theſe, let a fomentation 


be uſed, made of the herb chervil boiled in milk, while 


in the intervals the boiled chervil is to be formed into a 
poultice and applied to the part. The excelleney of 


this fomentation and poultice has been greatly experi- 


enced in the Colic, as well as in a Retention of Urine, 
and many inflammatory complaints; in like manner, 
the common parſley, ſmallage, hemlock, &c. an- 
ſwers very well on many of theſe occafions.

the excellency of the following application. 


THE MATURATING CATAPLASM. | 
Take honey, that is of a middling confiſtence, 
three ounces; the ointment of gum elemi, or 
Arczus's liniment, as it is called, two ounces ; mix 
theſe well together, then add of wheat flower, two 
ounces, or as much more as is neceſſary to make it 
into a {tiff conſiſtence, ſo as to juſt ſpread with a 
This Cataplaſm being ſpread about the thickneſs 
of a crown-piece, not only ſaves much trouble in 
making poultices, but will, with the greateſt eaſe and 
certainty, ripen any tumour from the common Boil 
to the largeſt Swelling ; the Venereal Bubo, Malige 
nant Carbuncle, or even the hard, lived,  knotty 
Cancerous Tumours not excepted, , It is generally 
the. beſt dreſſing after the matter is diſcharged, till 
the ſwelling about the part is reduced, and frequently 

until the ulcer is quite healed. But, this cleanſing 
application when long continued, ſometimes draws 
too much, and the ſore becomes painful. In this 
caſe the dreſſing is to be changed for ſame other, 
or there may be added to four ounces. of the Cata- 
Plaſm, one dram, or, upon occaſion, ſomewhat more 
of the genuine extract of ſaturn, - which renders 
it more healing. But this mixture I, wauld chiefly 
recommend in Cancerous Ulcerations, wherein 1 haye .

VEGETO-MINERAL WATER. 
Jo a quart of common water, that had been diſ- 
tilled, put one hundred drops of the extract of ſa- 
turn, and four tea-ſpoonfuls of French brandy ; mix 
them well by ſhaking the bottle. 


This compoſition though fimple, is nevertheleſs 
very uſeful ; it is always to be applied pretty hot, is 
very ſerviceable for a Bruiſe, and to waſh or foment 
Wounds, Ulcers, the Piles, &c. It is likewiſe, if made 
with roſe or elder-flower-water, a proper lotion for ſore 
Eyes, or a Sore Mouth; and if care be taken not to 
ſwallow it, proves a good gargle for a Sore Throat; 
but when the Powder is taken there is no need of 
any gargle whatever. | 

Although the Poudre Unique is ſo great a preſer- 


'vative of the Teeth and Gums, yet in Scorbutic ha- 
bits, on firſt taking it, ſometimes the Gums become 
more ſore for a while. In which caſe, let the Teeth 
be frequently picked with a tooth-pick, and the 
mouth cannot be waſhed with warm water too often; 
where that is not ſufficient, T would recommend the 
following on ſuch an occaſion only. 


A LOTION FOR THE GUMS. 
Take of falt petre in powder, and flowers of ſulphur, 
of each one ounce ; mix them well in a pint of water, 
and juſt let it boil! up. On taking it off the fire, add of 
honey, or common treacle, two ounces ; then cover 
the veſſel, ſtirring it frequently whilſt it cools. Waſh 
the mouth with ſome of it cold very often, and it will 
ſoon remove the ſoreneſs. After which, if the Teeth 
ſeem looſe, let there be diffolved in half a pint of 
the ſame lotion, fifteen grains of the powder of roch 
alum, and uſe it as before. This will readily harden 
the Gums, by which means the Teeth become faſt ;

Although there is no ſalve, that will equally well 
agree with Sores, yet the following ancient compoſi 
tion has its excellency in old Ulcers of the Legs. 

THE VENETTAN SPARADRAP. 

Take bees-wax eight ounces; of frankincenſe, 
yellow refin and hogs lard, of each fix ounces; 
Straſburg turpentine, two ounces; lapis calamina- 
ris prepared, fix ounces; Venetian ceruſe and white 
vitriol in fine powder, of each four ounces ; of ſealed 
earth prepared, two ounces ; native cinnabar prepar- 
ed, and Caſtile ſoap, of each one.ounce; litharge of 
gold in ſubtle powder, three drams; camphire in 
fine powder, four ſcruples; and of the ſharpeſt vine- 
gar, half a pint : mix them into a plaſter in the fol- 
lowing manner; firſt let the vitriol be diſſolved in the 
vinegar over the fire, then ſtir in the powders, next the 
ſoap cut into flices ; and when that is diffolved, the lard, 
wax, frankincenſe, and reſin; continue ſimmering, 
or gentle boiling, with conſtant ſtirring, for two hours 
and upwards, or till it becomes ſtiff; then add the 
rurpentine, and laſtly the camphire reduced to pow] 
der with ſugar, perpetually ſtirring till cold: it may 
then be made into rolls. ” 

There is conſiderable care required to make this 
plaſter, as it ought to be perfectly ſmooth, uniform, 
and of a conſiſtence agreeable to the purpoſe. It is 
chiefly intended to dreſs old running Sores of the Legs, 
whereby it not only faves much trouble, as one plaf- 
ter is ſufficient for a week, but generally agrees well, 
fits eaſy, keeps the ſore clean, and reduces the thick 
or callous edges. It is to be ſpread the thickneſs 
of a ſhilling ; on ſtrong thick rag or leather, and taken 
off and wiped once a day: every third day a hot knife 
ſhould be uſed to new ſpread it a little, and always 
applied after juſt holding before the fite. The leg 
afterwards ought to be rolled moderately tight from 
under the heel upwards. Sometimes equal parts of

and by that means recovered. In about a month afterwards, 
he was again ſeized in the like violent manner, when on tak- 
ing one doſe of the Poudre Unique, the ſwelling in the throat, 
and every threatning ſymptom were entirely removed, and 
within twenty-four hours he was able to go abroad.

About Michaelmas, 1773, I was called to a gardener's ſon 
near:Brumpton, fix years of age, who had been ill ever ſince 
Tad the meaſles, in the preceding January, and had been 
a patient to St. George's hoſpital, for five months without benefit. 
When 1 firſt ſaw him he was a cripple, had been bed- 
ridden for three months, and unable to turn himſelf. The, 
pain he ſuffered was ſo ſevere, eſpecially in the right knee, as 
to keep him in conſtant ſweats, by which he was worn almoſt 
to a ſkeleton. By the firſt doſe of the Powder, he found con- 
ſiderable benefit ; after the ſecond, he got rid of his pain and 
ſweats, and was able to ſtand and fit up for ſome hours. He 
then ſickened with the ſmall-pox, had a very diſtinC ſort, and 
went through it without the aſſiſtance of any medicine.
